However, in April 1940 a bleacher was totalled. bnt he saya that 
many people of tha vacinity still prefer the unbleached flour and

Dalton runs the mill for Mr. Mcheel on a percentage bases, and he

However, a mill run by an overshot wooden water vneel 
is still to he found in Pocahontas. It was made and is still 
owned by squire <i. williams of Bruffeys Creek. Some years ago 


for his own convenience and that of his neighbors he rigged him¬ 
self up a grist mill. He worked rainy days and made himself a 
water wheftl fifteen feet in diameter, out of rood. It makes around 
eight revolutions per minute. For a spindle he used the drive 
shaft of a tractor steam ingine,gear and all. He dammed Bruffeys 
Creek to put the water in a sluiceway he dug around the hillside. 
For corn rocks he had the choice of French burrs or a pair of 

millstones made from Allegheny pebblestone out of the old Smith

However, in April 1*40 a bleacher wan Installed, but he Bays that 
many people of the vaoinity still prefer the unbleached flour and 
that he grinds about four barrels per month. Bread made from 
the unbleached flour is said lot only to be more delicious but is

Dalton runs the mill for Mr. McUeel on a percentage bases, and he 

tells me that he is busy most of the time grinding flour, meal, 
and feed. The original vater wheel was a wooden overshot wheel, 
but vas replaced several years ego by a metal wheel. 

There has been a mill at Millpoint ever sine the one erected 

by Valentine Cackley, or. in 1800, and it has always been a paying 
business as there are so many good farms in the surroiinding

Both the Cackley mills were located a short 
distanced own stream from the McNeel mill.

However, a mill rim by an overshot nooden water vheel 
is Still to be found in Pocahontas. It was nade and is still 
owned by squire u.
